Was it not better to prepare for x 
long war and make it short than to 
predare for a short war and make 
it long?

Wars are not fought by armies 


alone. They are fought by nations.

The line 
of communication reaches back to 
every village, farm, counting house, 
factory and home. America prenar- 
ed bv making the economic life of 
the country sound. 


Reforms Made Too Soon.

The President marfe every sacrifice 


for the cause of peace. The long con- 
tinued strain while composing differ- 
ences abroad; the expenditure of ner- 
vous vitality and intellectual force in 
building a -new order of human rcla- 
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tionshlps upon the ruins of the old. 
laid heavy toll upon his reserve oow- 
ers. Then came "the return in tri- 
umpfa, only to find here a widespread 
propaganda of opposition, making it 
imperative that he take up in his 
own country a struggle for the pre- 
servation of that which had been won 
it such incalculable cost. Following 
the superhuman labors of seven years 
of unexampled service, this meant 
the wreck of his health, sickness for 
months unon a bed of pain. and.

made that they would unite, at the 
end of the war in a compact to pre- 
serve the peace of tne world: and 
that he relied upon the good faith of 
hi< own people.

Speaking of the League of Peace

United States Pledged Word- 


Thus, before we" entered the" war. 


we made the pledge; during: the war 
we restated the pledsre. and when the 
armistice was signed, all of the na- 
tions, ourselves included, renewed the 
pledge; and it was upon the faith of 
these promises that Germany laid 
down her arms. Practically all of the 
civilized nations of the earth have 
now united in a covenant which con- 
stitutes

break faith; the Senate of the United
